The sunny afternoon at Ravenswood Airport, Ele. 650 ft., was 
perfect for Abe Marmel’s task — washing down old airplane parts 
to be sold at the annual Oshkosh Air show. 
There are those who would say the old airfield on Touhy Avenue 
between Elk Grove Village and Des Plaines doesn’t exist anymore. 
But look into the bespectacled eyes of Abe, the owner, and try to

deny the existence of the soft, grassy strips that used to welcome 
hundreds of student pilots back to earth. 


It matters not that the geometric patterns of the runways are 
now overgrown with thick weeds that nod their tangled, tousled 
heads at the bellies of the fat jets straining for altitude overhead. It 
matters not that the City of Chicago converted the old hangar area 
into a training center for its police dogs, moved the hangars and 
bought most of the 40-acre airport as a safety zone for the approach 
to runway 14-L at mighty O’Hare Airport. 
RAVENSWOOD AIRPORT will live as long as Abe and his wife 
Shirley continue to run their business in dark, dusty hangars and a 
cluttered little office at 320 W. Touhy Ave. 
Abe is past 70 but conceals his age well as he scuttles around, 
lugging airplane parts from one place to another on the almost 
deserted grounds. ' 
He does not conceal the traces of bitterness he feels toward the 
city, which condemned his tiny, struggling airport in 1962 because 
jet pilots complained of the small planes flying near O’Hare. A high 
chain-link fence separates the IO acres that are still Abe’s from the 
overgrown thickets now owned by Chicago.

Test of lighting 
systems planned 


Two sets of streetlights are being 
installed in the Surrey Ridge subdivi­ 
sion of Arlington Heights to test resi­ 
dent reaction to various street lighting 
systems. 
Two test streets have been set up 
within the subdivision to simulate 
lighting conditions under mercury-va- 
por and sodium-vapor lighting. Both 
systems will use newly designed flat- 
bottom reflectors which reduce glare 
and concentrate light on the street. 
Sodium-vapor (yellow) lighting will 
be installed along Princeton Avenue 
between White Oak Street and Kenni- 
c o t t 
Drive.

mereury-vapor 
(white) lighting will be installed along 
Harvard Avenue between the same 
streets.

THE TEST was approved by the vil­ 
lage board as a means of determining 
public opinion. The board put a mora­ 
torium on the installation of any more 
sodium-vapor streetlights after resi­

A sodium-vapor streetlight plan for 
the 
Scarsdale subdivision angered 
residents last winter. The village 
board rejected the bids for the project 
in January. 
Sodium-vapor streetlights are sup­ 
ported by the village administration 
which contends they are cheaper to 
buy and operate than conventional 
mercury-vapor lights. 
Although the lighting systems have 
been tested in various areas within 
Arlington Heights before, 
William 
Bachem, village electrical engineer, 
said the current installation would be 
the first attempt to “ get the total ef­ 
fect of each type of lighting.” He said 
past testing had been made with four 
different systems on an isolated-light 
basis. 
Bachem said residents will be asked 
to respond on both their color prefer­ 
ence and the difference in output be­ 
tween the flat-bottom and the present 
round reflector systems. The current 
test area was chosen, he said, be­ 
cause the curved design of the streets 
makes it possible to view the effects 
of the lighting without interference 
from lights on other streets. 
THE COST FOR the various in­ 
stallations will range from $1,100 for 
seven 
units 
of 
the 
sodium-vapor 
lights to $1,600 for nine units of the 
mercury-vapor lights. 
Bachem said the lights will be given 
a 120-day testing period, as requested 
by the village board. 
However, the sodium-vapor lights 
are not new to the village. The first 
sodium-vapor lights were installed in 
1968 at Euclid Avenue and Northwest 
Highway when traffic signals at that 
intersection were modernized, Bach­ 
em said.

Voters may change Harper’s direction 


EDITOR’S NOTE: Ten years after 
the founding of Harper the college 
growth has exceeded all projections. 
A look at the future is provided in this 


last in a series on the college’s IO 
years of life.

The future of Harper College rests 


Harper: 
ten years later 


for the most part on the decision of 
the voters and the direction of higher 
education in the United States. 
The voters are being asked to de­ 
cide whether Harper College, Pala­ 
tine, will go the direction of commu­ 
nity colleges in Florida, California and 
Oregon by buying land for a second 
site for the college. 


The college board of trustees has 
picked out the site — 112 acres at the 
corner of Palatine and Schoenbeck 
roads, Arlington Heights. 
On Sept. 27 voters will be asked to 
approve a $12 million bond issue 
which will include funds for com­ 
pletion of the present Harper campus 
and purchase and construction on the 
second Harper campus. 


THE COLLEGE is basing its justifi­ 
cation for the second campus on en­ 
rollment projections done by Real Es­ 
tate Research Corp. in 1973. 


So far the projections of enrollment 
growth have been remarkably accu­ 
rate, with the rate of enrollment 
growth taking one unexpected dip dur­ 
ing the 1973-74 school year, but ex­ 
ceeding expectations last year. 
Even so, college officials are hed­ 
ging their bets on the move to the sec­ 
ond campus. The college does not 
plan to sell the bonds which will pay 
for building on the second site until 
1977 and have said they will not start 
building as scheduled in 1980 unless 
the enrollment justifies it. 
The purpose of the referendum now, 
college officials say, is to make sure 
the land is purchased and set aside, 
ready for the day it will be needed. 
College Pres. Robert Lahti admits 
that many voters are skeptical of the 
idea of a second campus and mis­ 
trustful of okaying something that 
might not be needed. 
‘The people you talk to directly 


generally end up agreeing that it is 
very logical to plan for the site now,” 
he says. “ Those who haven’t heard 
the rationale are very negative. In a 
way that is similar to the reaction 
people had to the idea of the college 
in. the beginning. They had many mis­ 
conceptions.” 
THE DECISION on the second 
campus, whichever way it goes, will 
not be the only factor which will 
shape Harper’s future. Other factors 
include the wishes of faculty, adminis­ 
tration and board members and na­ 
tionwide trends. 
One thing Harper will never be, un­ 
less state law changes, is a four-year 
college, even though many persons 
would like that. James Hamill, a 
member of the original Harper board 
who retired in 1971, says, “ I ’d like to 
see it become a four year college even 
though it can’t be done under existing 
law. Since it can’t do that, I ’d like to 


see it allied with a four year college 
and graduate school. The area really 
needs that.” 
EVEN THOSE who do not like the 
idea of Harper turning into a four- 
year school like the i4ea of an al­ 
liance with 4-year schools. The college 
has already set up cooperative pro­ 
grams with Elmhurst College and 
Northern Illinois University which al­ 
low students to receive bachelor’s and 
master’s degrees in business on the 
Harper campus. More such programs 
may be developed. 
The new catchword at Harper is 
the “ educational cafeteria,” a school 
offering all sorts of things to all kinds 
of students. Cooperative programs 
with four year schools mesh well with 
that concept. 
Robert Powell, president of the Har­ 
per faculty senate, expresses the 
“ cafeteria” concept. “ In the past, two

Stadium bond cost 
may hit $35 million 


The proposed stadium at Arlington Park Race Track will call for 
a revenue bond issue in the range of $35 million, according to new 
figures released this week by Madison Square Garden Corp. Total 
cost of the stadium alone would be $26,937 million, with legal, ac­ 
counting and printing fees, plus interest payments during the two- 
year construction period adding to the project costs.

Dixon leads Walker in voter poll

Boosters of State Treasurer Alan J. 
Dixon as a Democratic candidate for 
governor were buoyed this week by a 
private poll showing Dixon as the fa­ 
vorite of Democratic voters in the 
Chicago metropolitan area, and a sur­ 
prising threat to the probable Republi­ 
can nominee. 
In the normally Republican area of 
suburban Cook County and the five 
“ collar counties,” the poll showed 
Dixon 
comfortably 
ahead 
of 
in­ 
cumbent Gov. Daniel Walker in a 
primary contest, and within 4 per cent 
of Republican James R. Thompson, 
the likely Republican nominee. 
Friends of Dixon reported that he 
polled 45 per cent of all voters asked 
their preference in a Democratic 
primary, to Walker’s 29 per cent. In a 
choice between Walker and Lt. Gov. 
Neil Hartigan, the respondents gave 
Hartigan 43 per cent and Walker 33. 


DIXON’S SUPPORTERS declined 
to reveal figures concerning Sec. of 
State Michael J. Howlett, in deference 
to Howlett’s insistence that he will not 
consider becoming a candidate for 
g o v e r n o r . However, Howlett ran 
slightly behind Dixon in the poll. 
Asked to choose between Thompson 
and Dixon, 35 per cent picked Thomp­ 
son and 31 per cent, Dixon. In con­ 
trast, 55 per cent picked Thompson, to 
25 per cent for Walker in the six-coun­ 
ty area. 
The poll was conducted in suburban 
Cook County, and the counties of Du 
Page, Lake, Kane, McHenry and Will 
during a two-week period beginning a 
week after Thompson’s emergence as 
a Republican candidate. 
Dixon’s chances for a primary vic­ 
tory over Walker appeared even bet­ 
ter, in the private poll, among those 
who declared themselves as likely to 
vote in the primary election. There he 
received a 23 per cent edge over 
Walker. The margin was slightly less

among those who identified them­ 
selves both as Democrats and likely 
voters, but he still garnered a 19 per 
cent advantage in that category. 


BUT THE MOST significant figure 
to Dixon’s supporters appeared to be 
his showing against Thompson. With 
34 per cent of the respondents being 
undecided, poll analysts project that 
Dixon might receive 48 per cent of the 
vote in the six-county area against 
Republican Thompson. Seldom have 
Democratic candidates received as 
much as 40 per cent in that area. 
Both Dixon and Hartigan outpolled 
Walker in six categories presented by 
the poll, with one exception. Those 
classifying themselves as indepen­ 
dents gave Walker an edge over Hart­ 
igan in a primary contest. 
In the various categories, these are 
the margins the respondents gave 
Dixon and Hartigan in a contest with 
Walker: 
• All voters: Dixon, plus 16 per 
cent; Hartigan, plus IO. 
• Likely to vote: Dixon, plus 23 per 
cent; Hartigan, plus 20. 
• Democrats likely to vote: Dixon, 
plus 19 per cent ; Hartigan, plus 9. 
• All Democrats: Dixon, plus 27 per 
cent; Hartigan, plus 17. 
• Independents: Dixon, plus 2 per 
cent; Hartigan, minus 6. 
• Republicans: Dixon, plus 32 per 
cent; Hartigan, plus 34. 
Republican sentiment could be sig­ 
nificant because voters will again be 
allowed to vote in the primary of 
either party without prior declaration 
of their affiliation. Unless the other 
Republican candidate, Richard H. 
Cooper, is able to mount a major 
challenge to Thompson, some Repub­ 
licans may decide to take part in the 
Democratic primary. 
Another phase of the poll showed 
Dixon to enjoy a better public image 
than either Walker or Hartigan. 


Of those responding, 27 per cent 
rated Dixon as doing a good job in 
office; 32 per cent rated him “ aver­ 
age” and only I per cent scored him 
“ poor.” 


In contrast, only 13 per cent gave 
Walker a “ good” rating; 46 per cent 


ranked him average; and 33 per cent 
considered his record poor. 


Hartigan scored 18 per cent good, 38 
per cent average, and 6 per cent poor.

Natural gas 
shortage seen 
this winter

Natural gas shortages this winter 
are expected to be 50 per cent worse 
than last season and could cause 
more unemployment because of facto­ 
ry closings, a White House spokesman 
said Friday. 
Deputy Press Sec. William Greener 
told reporters that President Ford’s 
energy and economic advisers esti­ 
mate supplies will fall 15 per cent 
short of demands nationwide, com­ 
pared to IO per cent last winter. 
The situation could be even worse in 
some areas, Greener said, particular­

Another White House spokesman, 
John Carlson, said industrial users 
probably would be crippled first by a 
shortage and some factories might 
have to close, putting people out of 
work. Residential users would be the 
next to suffer, he said. 
“ It’s very difficult to determine 


which industries will be hit first,” 
Carlson said. 
Ford repeatedly has called for dereg­ 
ulation of natural gas prices as an 
incentive to increased production. So 
far, Congress has shown little en­ 
thusiasm for the proposal. 
The price of natural gas is limited 
to 52 cents per 1,000 cubic feet when 
sold across state lines. There are no 
controls on gas sold only in the state 
where it is produced. 
It also was announced Friday that 
First National City Bank of New York 
raised its prime business loan rate V4 
point to 734 per cent, resuming the 
trend which has slowly increased it 
from a two-year low of 6% per cent 
July 3. 
Interest rates have been moving up­ 
ward since July as the Federal Re­ 
serve Bank, which regulates the na­ 
tion’s money supply, renewed its ef­ 
forts to fight resurging inflation by 
deterring rapid expansion of the mon­ 
ey supply. 
In its weekly report Thursday the 
Fed indicated there had been virtually 
no growth in the money supply in July 
and there might actually have been a 
decline for the first time since the be­ 
ginning of the year. 
There have been predictions the 
prime rate will hold steady, or even 
decline, as the Fed picks a course cal­ 
culated to moderate inflation without 
reinforcing 
recessionary 
influences. 
Lending weight to this is a declining 
loan demand by commercial and in­ 
dustrial borrowers. 
The prime lending rate, a base rate 
from which other interest rates scale 
upward, does not immediately reflect 
in charges on consumer and small 
business loands.

Terrorists got 
asylum in Libya 
with ‘pressure’ 


TRIPOLI, Libya (UPI) - Libya 
said Friday it accepted the Japanese 
Red Army terrorists who seized the 
U.S. Embassy in Malaysia and their 
colleagues only because of heavy 
pressure from Japan and Malaysia to 
let the IO land. 
The five-day drama that started 
when the guerrillas shot their way 
into the embassy Monday in Kuala 
Lumpur ended at the Tripoli airport 
when the Japan Air Lines DC8 landed 
with the terrorists, four volunteer hos­ 
tages and the nine-man crew. 
Windowless mini-ambulances sped 
the five guerrillas, one of them a 
woman, and the five Red Army mem­ 
bers released from Japanese jails to 
Tripoli.

WASHINGTON (UPI) - The direc­ 
tor of the National Security Agency 
refused Friday to speak openly before 
a House intelligence committee about 
reports that the government inter­ 
cepts communications by Americans 
with foreign countries. 
Lt. Gen. Lew Allen Jr. refused to 
discuss the matter in open session of 
the House Select Committee on In­ 
telligence, and the committee chair­ 
man said White House representatives 
told the investigative panel the matter 
involved “ extremely sensitive infor­ 
mation.” 


But before the committee went into 
a two-hour closed session, another 
NSA official said that the agency be­ 
lieved it was legal to intercept com­ 
munications involving Americans with 
foreign countries without court per­ 
mission. 


Chairman Otis Pike, D-N.Y., said 
Allen had “ responded more fully” in 
secret session but had maintained 
that the monitoring of telephone calls, 
cables and computer communications 
had stopped, as reported by the Rock­ 
efeller commission. 


Allen warned that “ unwise revela­ 
tions” could undermine the 
United 
States position as a world power. 


“ Even small compromises in our in­ 
terrelated protective and intelligence 
mechanisms make it possible for for­ 
eign governments to institute counter­ 
measures that can dramatically re­ 
duce our effectiveness,” he said. 


“ Indeed, this already has happened 
in several cases when unfortunate and 
unauthorized disclosures have been 
made with damaging effect.” 
He read a prepared statement in 


which he said the NSA, a Pentagon 
intelligence arm has two main pur­ 
poses: 


• Protecting U.S. communications 
from foreign intelligence exploitation.

DETROIT (UPI) — Gloom and a news blackout 
fell Friday night on the summer home of Jam es R. 
Hoffa where his family is awaiting word of the for­ 
mer Teamsters president who disappeared nine days 
ago. 
Hoffa’s attorney son, Jam es P., 31, kept reporters 
waiting two and a half hours for a scheduled news 
conference and then, looking downcast, declined to 
say anything. 
Hoffa and his sister, Barbara Crancer, appeared 
buoyant Thursday as they kept their vigil with their 
ailing mother, Josephine. But late Friday the atmos­ 
phere obviously had changed. 
The Detroit Free Press reported Charles L. 
“ Chuckie” O’Brien, the man Hoffa called his other 
son, had changed his story about seeing Detroit 
Mafia kingpin Anthony “ Tony Jack ” Giacalone in the 
Southfield, Mich., Athletic Club in the early after­ 
noon of July 30, the time the former Teamsters union 
president disappeared. 
Giacalone was one of three men Hoffa had told 
family and friends he planned to meet at a fashion­ 
able Bloomfield Township restaurant. 


O’Brien said at first he met Giacalone in South­ 
field at about the time his benefactor was seen, fum­ 
ing for being stood up, in the parking lot of the 
Machus Red Fox Restaurant. 
Officials of the athlecic club denied O’Brien was 
there, and the Free Press said an FBI source con­ 
firmed O’Brien had conceded as much during a 
three-hour grilling Wednesday. 
Oddly enough, it was reported, O’Brien that day 
was driving a car owned by Giacalone’s son, Joey, 
and told the FBI he was returning it to the family’s 
Clair Shores, Mich., home during the critical hours. 
But young Hoffa repeated his demands that 
O’Brien submit to a lie detector test. 
In Belleville, 111., a longtime Teamster leader said 
he did not believe the Mafia is connected with 
the disappearance of the labor leader because 
organized crime would not want the massive public­ 


ity. 
“ If they were going to get rid of anybody they 
would do it and get it over with. They wouldn’t want 
publicity of this type,” said Lester F. Baum, founder 
of Belleville Teamster Union Local 971.

HOW DO ROCKS TURN INTO SOIL? 


This is a long story of the earth’s 
sensible ecology systems. It is espe­ 
cially interesting at this time because 
it is directly related to the food prob­ 
lems of our hungry world. In fact, it 
is the basic key to our frantic famine 
situation. For our food depends on 
plants that feed us and the animals 
that provide our meat and dairy prod­ 
ucts. 
And the plants depend on 
healthy soil. 
Powdered rock is a basic ingredient 
in the soil, but it is not the whole rec­ 
ipe. Soil is a balanced mixture of 
crumbled rocky minerals 
blended 
with the decaying wastes and re­ 
mains of both plants and animals — 
living and dead. Finally this mira­ 
culous mixture of healthy soil is popu­ 
lated with bugs and grubs and wormy 
animals, plus a vast assortment of 
creatures too small to mention. 
However, though all these other in­

with those powdery nonliving miner­ 
als. And these are taken from the 
sturdy nonliving rocks of the earth’s 
crust. It is possible, as you probably 
know, to smash up some of the softer 
rocks with a hammer. But our patient 
planet uses other methods — on a 
global scale. 
The sun, which causes the changing 
weather, also helps. So does the 
moon, which causes the tossing tides. 
So does the earth’s mighty gravity, 
which drags great boulders down the 
mountains and makes the streams run 
down the slopes. So do the changing 
seasons, when summer heat and icy 
frost cause great rocky slabs to 
stretch and shrink and crack apart. 


All these forces work together to 
weaken the rocky crust.

Lincoln’s voice; 
like a ‘back 


country rube’ 


HOLLYWOOD (UPI) - What did 
Abraham Lincoln’s voice sound like? 
Was it deep and sonorous befitting 
his hallowed stature? Did it ring with 
the ardor of righteousness7 
“Lincoln was a hick and he sounded 
like a back country rube,” says Hal 
Holbrook, who has made a meticulous 
study of Lincoln biographies. 
“Five words are used over and over 
again to describe Lincoln’s voice — 
flat, nasal, high, shrill and unplea­ 
sant. 
Holbrook has received letters criti­ 
cizing his vocal interpretation of the 
great emancipator in the six one-hour 
“Sandburg’s 
Lincoln” 
series, 
the 
fourth of which will be aired Sept. 3. 
“People who write say I make Lin­ 
coln sound like a hick. That’s what I 
intended,” Holbrook said. 
“He said ‘set’ instead of ‘sit’ and 
‘git’ instead of ‘get.’ Carl Sandburg’s 
books are a rich source of Lincoln’s 
voice patterns and speech habits. 
Even better is Billy Herndon’s book 
which described his voice in detail. 
Herndon was his law partner and saw 
greatness in Lincoln early in their 
relationship.” 
Holbrook, a Lincoln scholar himself, 
left as little as possible to chance in 
presenting a full portrait of the 16th 
president. He retraced Lincoln’s mi­ 
gration route in the midwest during 
Abe’s formative years. 
“I lingered with my tape recorder 
in Gentryville, Ind., where Lincoln 
spent the longest period of time dur­ 
ing his formative years — from age 8 
to 20 — before moving on to Spring­ 
field. 
“The people in Gentryville have a 
distinct dialect. They sound precisely 
as Lincoln’s voice is described in the 
biographies,” he said.

Parts keep airport alive

parts dealers in the country, but pilots who need him know where 
to find him. 


HE GETS MOST of his parts from airplanes too badly wrecked to 
rebuild, although he complains that the supply is drying up as the 
years go by. Insurance companies usually advertise such planes, 
and the parts dealers bid on them, “but wrecks go for two or three 
times what they used to,” he says. 


Most of the customers now are local, but Abe still gets some 
mail-order business from previous connections. When he gets a 
request, he mentally checks his inventory, and supplies the part if 
he can. 


“It’s an interesting business. People need certain parts, and 
they’re not always available,” he says. “I know pretty well what 
I’ve got. I get a certain amount of pleasure in helping someone 
out.” 


As he rummages through his hangar full of wings, fuselage parts, 
doors and other assorted pieces, he notes, “These things are funny. 
They lay around for a long time, and all of a sudden there’s a big 
demand.” Old Piper Cub J-3 parts are particularly popular, and he 
has sold most of his. 


He packs up a few hundred parts for the annual air show, marks 
a price on each one and lets the pilots come to him. Even the price 
tags are relics of a sort. They are written on the back of old 
Midway Airlines luggage tags that Abe purchased when the airline 
closed down about 1960. Midway used to operate a taxi service 
between O’Hare and Midway airports, he explains. 


HIS PRICES are firm. “I don’t bargain with anybody,” he ways. 
“They can take it or leave it.” 


He says he still enjoys the business, although most of the proper­ 
ty is rented to an earth-moving company. “If and when someone 
wants to buy, I’ll sell out and move south,” he admits. 


He doesn’t know when he will make that concession. Abe still 
takes his biennial physicals and keeps his pilot’s license up to date, 
even though he sold his plane a few months ago. He says Shirley 
doesn’t like him to fly anymore.

Her club won a na­ 
tional Women’s Club award for its 
outstanding community work in those 
years. 
Mrs. Farr, however, never forgot 
her ambition to earn a college degree, 
and in 1963 she was able to begin

Somewhere amid the packing car­ 
tons, the heaps of clothing, the news­ 
papers and empty display cases in the 
red brick house in southwest Mount 
Prospect that originally was St. John 
Lutheran School is a hard-working, 
patient, dark-haired woman with a big 
plan and a small pocketbook. 
-Edith Wilson refers to the 100-year- 
old-plus building as ‘‘the little mu­ 
seum on Linneman Road.” For the 
Mount Prospect Historical Society, 
not yet eight years old, it is the an­ 
swer to a four-year search for an ap­ 
propriate showcase in which to pre­ 
serve local history. 
Mrs. Rodney Wilson is curator of 
the embryo museum, a fitting role for 
one whose lifelong interest has been 
in the area of historical artifacts. 
Her ‘‘big plan” is to have a grand 
opening July 4, 1976. Between now 
and that time, she must acquire and 
set up exhibits and displays represent­ 
ing the history of the Elk Grove- 
Wheeling Townships area. 


AND THIS she must do on a shoe­ 
string or, better than that, for free. 
The Historical Society’s budget is ex­ 
tremely limited. 
" I would like to be in touch with all 
the families who have deep roots in 
this area,” she said. ‘‘I realize most 
people want to keep treasured family 
objects, and that’s as it should be. But 
if they are willing to part with any­ 
thing, we certainly would appreciate

it. On display, we would credit the do­ 
nor.” 


Part of the plan is to restore the 
building as a little schoolhouse of the 
early 1900s, complete with old desks, 
ink bottles, report cards, textbooks 
and the like. Old editions of news­ 
papers, old toys, clippings, photo­ 
graphs, maps, pictures, albums and 
old-fashioned clothing are also 
needed, not just from the early 1900s 
but from other periods in history. 


“ EVERYTHING from the past is 
important to us,” said Edith. ‘‘If you 
give it to us, we’ll find a place for it.” 
Donors may contact her at 392-1844. 


The Wilsons have a talent for find­ 
ing places for objects from the past 
and a way of making them an integral 
part of the present. Their home em­ 
braces hundreds of antique treasures 
and collectibles — objects that don’t 
just stand there — they do something. 


The Hitchcock “ Mammy Bench” is 
meant to be sat on and rocked, the 
huge oak rolltop desk is used daily, no 
drawer or pigeonhole empty. The Wil­ 
sons not only display their old coffee 
grinder — they grind coffee in it — 
and they do it because that’s the way 
they like it. 


They don’t just admire the molds 
hanging on their walls — they make 
candles and animal-shaped cakes, 
molded ice cream and marzipan can­ 
dy. Their refinished pie-safe in the liv­ 
ing room provides storage shelves for 
books; their old trunk is a blanket 
chest.

Public Affairs involves women 
in safety programs, justice and 
law observance, citizenship and 
cultural heritage. Each club is 
presently planning Bicentennial 
celebrations.

CARE, CROP, UNICEF, Project 
Concern, and many other desig­ 
nated projects.

When looking for pattern 
glass5 select the obscure 


After I wrote about pattern glass in 
June, several readers wrote to tell me 
about their patterns and to ask about 
reproductions. As I said before, I 
think it’s best to choose a pattern 
which is more obscure, or lesser 
known, for so many of the well known 
patterns have been reproduced for 
years and years. Even the reproduc­ 
tions, in some cases, have acquired 
‘‘antiques” status! 
The very early, that is early 19th 
century, flint glasses have been repro­ 
duced, but not in the original heavy 
flint composition, and it is the later 
patterns, those of the 1870s and 1880s 
that have been copied most exten­ 
sively. 
Some of the popular patterns which 
may be copies to watch out for are 
Coin, Daisy and Button, Lion, Moon 
and Star, Ruby Thumprint, Three 


Face and Westward-Ho. There are 
many others, too, so if ifs old glass 
you’re interested in, be sure to study 
and watch the gift shops and depart­ 
ment stores for new offerings. 
WESTWARD HO, shown in the pic­ 
ture (courtesy Newspaper Enterprise 
Association) is one of the most highly 
prized patterns by collectors. It was 
originally designed by a German 
mold maker named 
Jacobus 
who 
worked at Gillinder & Sons in Phila­ 
delphia. The pattern was first called 
“ Pioneer” and designs which appear 
on the various pieces may be traced 
to similar pictures popularized by 
Currier & Ives prints. 
The Westward Ho was originally 
made only in clear and in frosted 
clear, so any colored pieces you may 
see are reproductions. The quality of 
the frosting in the repros has im­ 
proved in recent years, it seems to 
me. The first copies I saw had a 
harsh, rough white appearance on the 
kneeling figure on the finial. In fact, a 
white powdery substance could be 
rubbed off with the fingers. 
BUT ONE MAY STILL tell the new 
from the old by the quality of the pat­ 
tern itself. On copies, the bodies of the 
deer and buffalo are almost com­ 
pletely hairless, whereas on the old 
pieces, the hair is clearly defined. 
Also (a minor point; but it is the 
mark of the studious collector to note 
such things) the deer’s mouth appears 
closed in a straight line on the origi­ 
nal old glass, more open on the new. 
New pieces I have seen are celery 
vases, covered sugar bowls, wine 
glasses, goblets, creamers and cov­ 
ered butter dishes. I 
have 
heard 
there is a small-sized covered com­ 
pote, too. Ruth Webb Lee, authoress 
of many books on pattern glass, lists

sauce dishes in the four-inch size as 
being reproduced also. 


MISS LEE in her book “ Early 
American Pressed Glass” becomes 
very eloquent in her description of 
Westward Ho. The title given this 
popular pattern, she says, is aptly 
chosen, for “ Westward the course of 
empire takes its way” and our grand­ 
fathers well knew it. 
“ In this frosted design in relief, de­ 
picting the log cabin of the pioneer, 
the bison charging wildly across the 
plain, the deer fleeing from an unseen 
hunter, surmounted on all the covered 
pieces by a knob in the shape of a 
crouching Indian, we find a patriotic 
reminder of the state of our country 
west of the Mississippi before the 
transcontinental railroads were built. 
It is the distinctly American appeal of 
this glass that has made it so widely 
and eagerly sought by our most dis­ 
criminating collectors.” 
I wouldn’t be surprised if the Bicen­ 
tennial provides the incentive for 
more and more reproductions of old 
pressed pattern glass, particularly 
those pieces with a patriotic or histor­ 
ical motif. So a collector of original 
glass must be extra careful now. 


SPECIALIST DEALERS will usual­ 
ly guarantee their pieces, and I would 
insist on this money-back guarantee. 
Be extra cautious if a piece seems to 
be ridiculously low priced, for an un­ 
scrupulous dealer hasn’t the courage 
to ask the “ old” price. 
Bargains can be expensive when 
collecting antiques — this may be the 
costliest lesson a collector may ever 
learn. I have bought a few costly bar­ 
gains in my time. Luckily, I haven’t 
seen my pattern “ Hummingbird” or 
sometimes called “ Flying Robin” or 
“ Bird and Fern” reproduced as yet. 
But that doesn’t mean it won’t be, and 
so I have saved the receipts with 
“ guaranteed old” marked by the deal­ 
er.

2nd campus planned 
Vote may sway 
Harper’s

year colleges have usually moved to­ 
ward being four year colleges,” he 
says, “but I don’t see that happening 
at Harper. I do see the spectrum of 
courses becoming broad and coopera­ 
tive programs developing so that soon 
you’ll be able to go to the community 
college for everything from high 
school continuation courses to gradu­ 
ate school.” 
Another immediate development for 
Harper is the expansion of extension 
centers 
where 
classes 
will 
be 
offered away from the college’s main 
campus. The first center which will 
offer both day and evening classes 
will open this fall in the Willow Park 
Shopping Center in Wheeling. 
Thomas McCabe, math professor 
and leader in the faculty senate, is 
one of the teachers who volunteered 
for what is now being called the “Wil­ 
low Park campus.” 
“I think moving out into shopping 
centers may bring Harper closer to 
the community,” McCabe says. “I see 
all kinds of interesting opportunities 
there. I would like to see the college 
go into the direction of a lot of “dis­ 
posable” campuses like that.” 
For Lahti the growth of extension 
centers and the “cafeteria” concept 
ties into another development — ex­ 
tending the number of hours classes 
are offered on the campus. 
“An organization like this should be 
open 18 hours a day,” he says. “If we 
had the staff and could get organized, 
we could stay open until midnight 
right now and have students. That de­ 
velopment probably isn’t any further 
away than our imagination can work 
it out.” 
Another possible development, prob­ 
ably further away than most imagina­ 
tions, is the possibility of providing 
foreign study for Harper students, 
Lahti says. “There could be inter­ 
national implications for this in­ 
stitution,” he says. “We already have 
faculty interested in study abroad. 
Why shouldn’t the students in our food 
service program go to France to 
study with some master chefs.” 


WHILE SURVEYING the prospects 
for the future, those associated with 
Harper are also aware of the pitfalls 
which await the school. If the faculty 
votes to affiliate with a union this fall, 
for example, the college board will be 
faced with full scale collective bar­ 
gaining. 
Faculty unionization may mean, as 
some faculty members fear, the hard­ 
ening of the adversary position between 
board, administration and faculty. On

the other hand, it may bring a posi­ 
tive change in a strained relationship. 
Board Chairman Shirley Munson 
says, “I think we are moving into a 
very unique time in board-faculty re­ 
lations. There seems to be a common 
movement throughout the country for 
faculties to wTant to participate more 
in administrative decisions. I think we 
have to be aware of this and I hope it 
will evolve in a peaceful and mature 
way.” 
Another problem facing Harper, and 
particularly Harper’s teachers, is how 
to maintain standards with an in­ 
creasingly varied student body. Pow­ 
ell, an English teacher, says, “To of­ 
ten our grading standards are such 
that the students who are not very ea­ 
ger can do as well as the serious stu­ 
dents. I think we should fight that.” 


RONALD STEWART, associate pro­ 
fessor of sociology and a member of 
the original faculty, agrees. 
“We 
should work with the community,” he 
says, “but we should maintain stan­ 
dards of academic excellence. There 
is a tremendous antagonism toward 
the traditional grading system, but we 
should resist that. We should contin­ 
ually upgrade the quality of the facul­ 
ty.” 
Still another pitfall is the chance the 
college will, in the words of State 
Rep. 
Eugenia 
Chapman, 
develop 
“hardening of the arteries” and be­ 
come complacent. 
Lahti phrases the . problem differ­ 
ently, but also sees the danger. “I’m 
afraid we might be locked into our 
conventional thinking. If we become 
too traditional that will be a problem 
to us. We can’t just sit back at this 
point,” he says.

bicentennial theme of ‘“Liberty and 
Justice for All.” 


THE HEARINGS, in Atlanta, this 
weekend, will involve both Archbishop 
Joseph L. Bernardin, president of the 
National Conference of Catholic Bish­ 
ops and Bishop James S. Rausch, gen­ 
eral secretary of the bishops’ confer­ 
ence and its action arm, the U. S. 
Catholic Conference, underlining the 
importance attached to the topic. 
A wide range of Protestants, with 
Sen. Mark 0. Hatfield, R-Ore., as 
their honorary chairman, have called 
for a “Continental Congress on the 
Family” to meet in St. Louis this fall. 
“Our most basic institution, the 
family, is in serious trouble,” said J. 
Allan Petersen, executive director of 
the group putting the congress togeth­ 
er. “As our nation approaches its bi­ 
centennial year, fresh insights and 
new cooperative efforts to strengthen 
the family are needed.” 
The congress is a part of a two-year 
program aimed at making 1976 “the 
year of the family.” 
Congress planners anticipate some 
3,000 delegates will show up in St. 
Louis for the Oct. 13-17 meeting. 


THEY WILL include a fair number 
of experts on the subject —- family 
counselors, psychologists, sociologists, 
educators, religious leaders, business­ 
men and government officials. 
The planners hope the congress will 
be a practical one, developing strate­ 
gies 
which 
help 
individuals 
and 
churches deal with the changing pat­ 
tern of family life. 
In addition to dealing with such is­ 
sues as the shifting roles of men and 
women, sexual mores, divorce and re­ 
marriage, the planners also say they 
want 
to 
“awaken Christian con­ 
sciences to the special family needs of 
minorities, singles and the aged.” 


“Participants will also clarify the 
biblical principles for marriage and 
family life and will relate these to 
current spiritual and social prob­ 
lems,” according to the organizers. 


“I am concerned over the deteriora­ 
tion, in these tumultuous times,” said 
Hatfield, “of what should be the basis 
of all our daily lives — the family. 
“History has proven that no nation 
can remain strong without a solid 
family structure. Now is the time to 
revitalize the importance of the fami­ 
ly as a viable unit in today’s society.”

Such extension centers, 
‘‘disposable campuses” as they 
have been called by some at the 
school, will do much to bring 
Harper close to the public as the 
college’s enrollment increases. 


During the past year, the 
Harper board has taken some 
important steps toward open­ 
ness. 
That 
openness, 
which 
should extend to all aspects of 
the board’s deliberations and the 
problems of the college, should 
be encouraged. 


As the college grows older, 
c o n t i n u i n g its unparalled 
growth, it must continue adapt­ 
ing itself to the expectations and 
needs of the people of all ages 
whom it serves.

DETROIT — Jimmy Hoffa, the bat­ 
tling, bristling “little fellow,” would 
never go without putting up a fight. 
He would never go anywhere will­ 
ingly, without telephoning his wife, 
Josephine, first. He was that kind of a 
man. 
The feisty loner would never go 
anywhere with anybody he did not 
trust. 
How or why, then, was James Rid­ 
dle Hoffa, 62, former and aspiring 
to be future president of the Inter­ 
national Brotherhood of Teamsters, 
induced or compelled to vanish from 
a suburban shopping plaza parking lot 
nine days ago without putting up a 
fight, without calling his wife, without 
betraying the slightest sign of suspi­ 
cion that he might be in mortal dan­ 
ger? 
If anybody knows — and somebody 
almost undoubtedly does — the many 
forces searching for Hoffa would 
dearly love to hear from him. 
The answer to the riddle is undoubt­ 
edly buried somewhere in the recent 
past of this 5-foot-5 dynamo — the guy 
the big long-haul truckers fondly call 
“the little fellow.” 
Hoffa is — or was — a human fire-

cracker, or more accurately, a ticking 
time bomb. 
He has stood in harm’s way prac­ 
tically all of his brawling life, from 
the day when, working for 32 cents an 
hour, he called his first strike at a 
Kroger Grocery loading dock in 1931, 
through his four years, nine months 
and 16 days in the Lewisburg, Pa., 
federal penitentiary, and in these last 
four years of freedom, years of fret­ 
ful waiting, hoping and plotting for a 
return to the power that has been his 
passion. 
Asking for trouble lately, Hoffa has: 
• Been making battle plans to take 
over the Teamsters again. 
His target in the election next year 
is Frank E. Fitzsimmons, his one­ 
time trusted lieutenant and verbal 
punching bag to whom he gave up the 
scepter while still in prison in 1971, a 
half-year before then President Nixon 
commuted his sentence. 
His stumbling block is a Nixon sti­ 
pulation, now under appeal in federal 
court, barring him from union lead­ 
ership until March, 1980.

Crampton new PGA leader 


A couple of more days like he had Friday are all Bruce Crampton 
needs to drive him into semi-retirement. 
Crampton, one of the most active players on the pro golf tour, 
shattered the course record with a seven-under-par 63 to take over 
the second round lead in the PGA Championship by three strokes. 
“Maybe if I won a few of these majors, you guys wouldn’t see so 
much of me,” the Australian veteran told a crowd of newsmen. 
He’s still looking for the first major title of a 19-year pro career. 
In the last four years he was second three times to Jack Nicklaus in 
one or the other of the “Big Four” events, so he decided last spring 
to do a little Nicklaus-type preparation for the Masters. 
“I took the week off before the Masters to prepare,” Crampton 
said. “And I missed the cut. 
“I haven’t been secure enough in the past to take time off and 
prepare like Jack or some of the others do,” Crampton said. “I 
don’t have the empire behind me like Nicklaus.” 


His round included nine threes and nine fours. He eagled the 500- 
yard second hole and chipped in for a birdie on the 625-yard 16th, 
and finished 36 holes at 134, six under. 


Hale Irwin, who had a pretty good day of his own, a 65 that in­ 
cluded a hole-in-one, was in second place at 137. 


Nicklaus, with a record 15 major titles, the favorite here as usual 
and the year’s leading moneywinner, shot a 68 Friday and was tied 
for third place at 138 with a pair of obscure, winless pros, Mark 
Hayes and Bob Wynn. 


Crampton’s 63 broke the record of 64 on this 7,180-yard Firestone 
Country Club South course, one of the longest and most difficult 
tournament courses in the country, that had been set in 1968 by Don 
Bies and equalled since by Lanny Wadkins, Gay Brewer and Tom 
Weiskopf.

‘Sharks tend to investigate people and one way they do it is to bite!’

The year 1975 may go down as the 
Year of the Shark. 
The best selling novel “Jaws” is 
now a smash hit movie and suddenly 
the great white shark is on everyone’s 
mind. But few realize that the facts 
about the carnivore are as awesome 
as the fiction. 
Dr. Gareth Nelson, associate cura­ 
tor in the Department of Ichthyology 
at the American Museum of Natural 
History, says sharks have some of the 
same mystic as dinosaurs. 


“ ‘Jaws’ is an indication of this,” 
Nelson said. “Sharks have a special 
appeal to people — especially little 
children, who have the idea that the 
shark is something that can eat them 
up. 
“Like in fairy tales — being eaten 
up by the big bad wolf, and all that. 
And dinosaurs personify that. The big 
monster shark does, too. And to a 
lesser extent, bears and lions. But 
bears and lions, they’re furry, they’re 
warm, they’re cuddly almost. Dino­ 
saurs and sharks are not.”

Wilderness still is paradise 


The earth is receiving a goodnight 
kiss from the sun, causing the sky to 
blush like a girl after her first game 
of spin the bottle. 


But standing waist-deep in a cool 
trout stream in Watersmeet, Mich., I 
am more interested in the swirls of 
brookies rising to suck in the evening 
hatch. 


None of the rising fish appear to be 
very big, but a local expert has as­ 
sured me that with darkness lunker 
German browns will begin cruising 
the area. 


“The Michigan Hooper and Royal 
Coachman are the two main flies I 
use around here,” the local expert 
said while pointing me in the direction 
of good fly-fishing water. 


I am using an eight-foot impreg­ 
nated bamboo Cortland fly rod that 
weighs only three and a quarter 
ounces. Double taper No. 5 weight fly 
line fills a matching Cortland reel. 
The water calls for a line that will set 
the fly down smoothly enough not to 
disturb the fish. 


Following the local expert’s advice, 
I tie a No. 12 Royal Coachman to a 
leader tapered to two-pound test. In 
my fly box are big homemade hair­ 
winged Coachmen that the local tied 
while winter winds iced the coun­ 
tryside. When the German browns be­ 
gin moving, those flies will come out 
of the box, and I will change to a 
heavier leader. 


There is no need for lengthy casts in 
this area since the base of the pool is 
only 30 feet long and 20 feet wide. 
There is no breeze to hinder casting, 
and the fly touches down as lightly as 
a real insect not far from where I had 
planned. 


The dry fly rides high and proper 
with the current, drifting toward a 
brookie on its feeding station. The 
trout rises without hesitation, duped 
by the man-made bug. 


I react quickly and set the hook, 
and the eight-inch trout struggles like 
a wild horse caught in a lasso. De­ 
spite its size, the trout fights with ev­ 
ery ounce of strength it can muster. 
When it has weakened enough, I land 
it and place it in my fishing creel on a 
bed of leaves and gras s. 


It doesn’t take long for the other 
trout to forget the commotion and be­ 
gin feeding again. I start to plan my 
presentation for the next fish when a 
loud splash startles me. Swinging 
around, I come nearly face to lace 
with a deer. 


The doe and I exchange looks, and 
her dark eyes seem to laugh at me. 
There is no fear in them, only a hint 
of curiosity. Soon she becomes bored 
with the game and dips her nose into 
the water, coming up with a mouthful 
of waterplants. 


I continue fishing, catching another 
trout almost immediately. It is about 
the same size as the first one. A third 
trout also takes the fly, then a fourth. 


I occasionally glance over my shoul­ 
der to see if the doe is still there. She 
glances back, but goes on with her 
feeding. The sky barely shows a blush 
now, and the mosquitoes have passed 
the word about me. They begin zero-

ing in, taking advantage of unpro­ 
tected flesh. 
In my eagerness to begin fishing, I 
had forgotten to apply bug dope. It 
was still in the car. 
Finally I yield — telling myself I 
caught enough fish for the next day’s 
breakfast — and wade from the 
stream with the mosquitoes in pur­ 
suit. 
The doe stops chewing water plants 
long enough to watch me climb the 
bank. 
Although I was there first, somehow 
it seems right that I should leave be­ 
fore her.

The average length of an adult 
great white is 18 feet, according to the 
National Geographic Society. One tak­ 
en off Cuba measured 21 feet. The 
tooth of a great white dredged up 
from the Atlantic Ocean floor mea­ 
sured more than five inches long. 
Large or small, fast or slow, peace­ 
ful or aggressive, every other shark 
— and all marine creatures as well — 
give sea room to the great white 
shark, the Society says. 
Nelson 
agrees, referring to the 
great white shark as “a high-class 
predator.” 
“There aren’t very many animals 
that would eat a great white shark. I 
don’t know that any animal has ever 
been recorded that eats one,” Nelson 
said, adding “maybe a killer whale 
could dispose of a white shark. 
“And, of course, there are smaller 
white sharks that could be eaten by 
larger sharks. There are sharks that 
eat other sharks from time to time.” 
Nelson points out that you can only 
speculate on how rare the great white 
shark really is. 
“In general it is true that there are 
some fishes that man thinks are very 
rare because he sees them very sel­ 
dom. This is only because man has 
not yet gained access to the areas of 
the world where these organisms ale 
abundant,” he said. 
“Almost all fishes are abundant 
somewhere. Man knows about things 
that live in fresh water and he knows 
about things that live along the 
fringes of continents and islands. He 
knows very little about what goes on 
in the open ocean and precious little 
about what goes on in the deep sea.” 
Rare or not, we do know, according 
to Nelson, that the great white shark 
has been positively identified by its 
distinctive teeth in 32 attacks on hu­ 
man beings and boats — more than 
any other shark. 


“This doesn’t mean that the great 
white shark has attacked more people 
than any other kind of shark. It 
means that for the times that the 
shark could be identified, he has at­ 
tacked more,” Nelson said. 
In 1916 a shark or sharks attacked 
five swimmers along the New Jersey 
coast. Four died and the fifth lost a 
leg. Shortly afterward a fisherman 
caught a great white shark with hu­ 
man remains in its stomach. 
“Most bathers never see the shark 
that bites them. They have no idea 
that there’s a shark doing anything,” 
Nelson explained. “And they feel 
something, a bump or something like 
that. They usually don’t feel any pain 
if they’ve been bitten even. And be­ 
fore they know it, they may have been 
extensively damaged by a shark. In 
some cases the first indication they 
have is when they discover that a big 
chunk of their leg is gone.” 
All sharks can do damage if they 
want to attack, but Nelson says the 
most common sharks never bother 
people. “They’re not interested in eat­ 
ing people. Sharks don’t make a living 
eating people. They’re looking to eat 
what they always eat. 
“Sharks tend to investigate people 
and one way they do it is to bite. But 
generally they take a bite or two bites 
and then they go away. Tiny sharks 
don’t bother you. If you’re in the wa­ 
ter with a tiny shark, he’s going in the 
other direction.” 
And when you go down to the 
beaches of the world, especially in 
warm regions, are you sharing the 
water with that “tiny” shark? 
Nelson says, “Yes.” 
“Ifs really amazing how many fish 
are swimming in the water with you. 
You have no idea they’re there. But 
they’re there. They really are.”

Park Ridge family enjoys economical 3-day trip 


With gasoline costs rising and in­ 
flation taking a bigger bite out of the 
family budget for the necessities of 
life, Chicagoland families are looking 
for economical vacation and weekend 
enjoyment not too far from home. 
Some are finding camping trips to fun 
locations the answer. 


The Gary Oswald family of Park 
Ridge recently took a weekend camp­ 
ing trip to Six Flags Over Mid-Amer­ 
ica, the amusement park near St. 
Louis, and spent just $116.86 for the 
trip! (See box). 
They enjoyed many of the 81 differ­ 
ent rides, shows, and attractions in­ 
cluding celebrity entertainment, and 
found that discount tickets provide 
real recreational economy for family 
visitors. The Oswalds camped at Top- 
Notch Camp Resort, which is adjacent 
to the park and is one of eight camp­ 
grounds in the Six Flags Over Mid- 
America area. 
Oswald, a 33-year-old electrician, 
his wife, Emily, and their two daugh­ 
ters, Jennifer, 9, and Christa, 5, made 
their weekend fun trip in their 22-ft. 
motor home. They covered the 375 
miles from Park Ridge to Six Flags in 
about seven hours, following route 1-55 
to St. Louis and connecting there with 
1-44, which took them directly to the 
park some 20 miles west of the city. 
They arrived at the campgrounds ear­ 
ly on a Friday evening. 
The Top-Notch Camp Resort where 
the Oswalds hooked up for their week­ 
end stay has a swimming pool, play­ 
ground, evening movies with cartoons 
and for those who wish, shuttle-bus 
service to Six Flags, in addition to the 
water and electrical services for mo­ 
tor homes. 
On Saturday morning, the Oswalds 


arrived at Six Flags shortly after the 
park’s IO a.m. opening and spent $34 
for two two-day tickets for adults 
($9.75 each and for children ($7.75 
each). The single admission prices let 
them enjoy all the attractions in the 
park as often as they wished. Parking 
lot attendants directed them to a spe­ 
cial motorhome parking area near the 
gate. Although close to the entrance, 
the family waited a minute or two so 
the children could ride a shuttle train 
around the lot and to the main gate.

through the huge parking area, deliv­ 
ering visitors from parked vehicles 
directly to the main entrance. 
Their children were no sooner in the 
park than they met their TV favor­ 
ites, H. R. Pufnstuf and friends, com­ 
ic cops Cling & Clang and Ludicrous 
Lion. The Pufnstuf crowd tours the 
park greeting visitors and performing 
impromptu slapstick pantomine rou­ 
tines to delight the children. 
First on the Oswald family agenda 
was the Moon Ride, where the girls 
received their first driving lessons 
from Dad aboard an authentic replica 
of a 1903 Moon automobile, originally 
manufactured in St. Louis around the 
turn of the century. 
Next, the Oswalds splashed down 
the Hoo-Hoo, which reproduces the ex­ 
citement of loggers chuting through a 
log flume and down into the rapids 
beneath. For a change of pace, they 
visited the Pet-A-Pet animal farm, 
where Jenny and Chris found another 
crew of cuddly friends to feed: Cal­ 
ves, piglets, kids, llamas and other 
domestic young animals. 
For an overall tour of the park, the 
family rode a colorful, authentic rep­ 
lica of a 19th-century steam locomo­ 


tive with open passenger cars, which 
circles around and through the park. 
“There’s so much to see and do 
here,” said Emily, “that I’m glad we 
reserved a weekend. It’ll take two 
days to see everything.” 


After enjoying lunch at one of the 
park’s many restaurants and fast-food 
shops, the family visited the Krofft 
Family Theatre for “Footlight Frolics 
’75,” this year’s new puppet show . . . 
rode the River King Mine Train (a 
roller coaster named after Illinois’ 
largest coal mine across the river) 
. . . and got a bird’s-eye view of Six 
Flags from the Sky Way, which soars 
high across the entire park. They vis­ 
ited the Palace Theatre for a per­ 
formance of “Juke Box Jubilee,” a 


musical tour of hit tunes from the 
1940s through the present day anal one 
of eight new park shows for 1975.

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TWA fights CAB move 
for more charter flights 


by United Press International 


The Civil Aeronautics Board Friday 
announced creation of two new types 
of low-cost charter flights, saying both 
would provide tickets and hotel ac­ 
commodations at prices approaching 
present ticket costs alone. 


At least one major U. S. airline, 
Trans World Airlines, immediately 
challenged the action in a federal 
court suit. 
The order, which takes effect Sept. 
13 and will continue through March 
15, 1980, comes at a time when reces­ 
sion and inflation have cut air travel 
sharply and when the CAB has been 
accused of protecting the airlines at 
the expense of the public. 
“What we are trying to do is not 
divert any travelers from scheduled 
air transportation, but to make avail­ 
able new, low-cost air transportation 


to the public,” a CAB spokesman 
said. 


BUT TWA, WHICH flies both do­ 
mestic and foreign routes and is in 
serious financial trouble caused partly 
by the challenge of charter travel, 
filed suit against the CAB in the U. S. 
Court of Appeals in New York less 
than 30 minutes after the board an­ 
nounced its action. 
“We’re challenging it on the basis 
that the CAB exceeded its authority in 
approving it,” said a TWA spokesman 
in Washington. “We feel they didn’t 
have authority to do any of what they 
did.” 
The board itself said in its order 
that the two new types of charter 
travel “will be of substantial benefit 
to the public and will provide an im­ 
portant outlet for the ever-increasing 
demand for low-cost bulk air trans­ 
portation.”

the early poor, Dixon backers also be­ 
lieve that the figures can be im­ 
proved.

cent said that of Hartigan. Only 8 per 
cent were unable to give an opinion 
regarding Walker.

Smoking is not linked to arthritis 


Would you kindly discuss the effects 
of smoking on an arthritic person? I 
feel there is some sort of link between 
the two and feel if you confirmed this 
maybe it would help people give up 
smoking. I know a woman in her 70s 
who is bothered with painful arthritis, 
but while complaining about it contin­ 
ues with her cigaretes. 


Cigarets are associated with a lot of 
ills, but there is no evidence that they 
cause or make arthritis worse. 


T h e r e is some evidence that 
patients with rheumatoid arthritis are 
particularly prone to develop lung dis­ 
ease from smoking, much more so 
than the average smoker and that is 
bad enough already. 


I am so angry at myself for being 
so dumb. I had two gall bladder at­ 
tacks, so I called my obstetrician. He 
is the only doctor I have had since my 
only problem has been having six 
babies. He sent me to a friend of his, 
an internist. I had tests, and three 
days later he said the radiologist’s re­ 
port said I had gall stones, and should 
go see a surgeon. He sent me to a 
surgeon friend of his because he 
doesn’t operate. 


Now why didn’t I know that and go 
to a surgeon in the first place? I sup­ 
pose all this running around is so ev­ 
erybody can get a bite out of my Blue 
Cross Blue Shield? I want you to tell 
me which of the following list of spe­ 
cialists do surgery and which ones 
don’t, for future use. 


Forgive me for not including your 
list, but you are using poor judgment. 


Think how angry you would be with 
yourself if you had gone to a surgeon 
and found out that your problem was 
not gall bladder disease. Then you 


would have seen a surgeon for no rea­ 
son at all and would still have the 
problem which would require an inter­ 
nist. 


Your obstetrician was right in send­ 
ing you to an internist first. The diag­ 
nosis could have been several differ­ 
ent things, including an ulcer or hiatal 
hernia or colon problems. The inter­ 
nist has to hear the symptoms and do 
an examination to make a correct 
diagnosis. The x-rays help, but many 
people have stones and have symp­ 
toms from something else, such as a 
spastic colon. 


Except in those small communities 
where the surgeon does family prac­ 
tice as well as some surgery, I recom­ 
mend that all patients see their fami­ 
ly physician first or an internist be­ 
fore seeing a surgeon. The exception 
is for injuries, as from an automobile 
accident, that are of such a nature as 
to require a surgeon. 


A good surgeon really is too busy to 
sort through all the medical com­ 
plaints that may not require surgery 
at all. That is why he limits his prac­ 
tice to surgery. A surgeon who is too 
enthusiastic about surgery, and there 
are some, often has his enthusiasm 
controlled by the internist who doesn’t 
do surgery. 


Finally, many patients who require 
surgery also have medical problems 
that need the skills of the family phy­ 
sician or the internist, in addition to 
surgery.

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Staying alive and out of the hospital can depend on 
a man’s ability to stay seated on bronco or bull

The rodeo arena is silent. Quiet, like the 
lull before a big storm. The white metal 
chutes, Nos. I through 5, stand empty at 
the north end of the ring. The arena is not 
a big one, maybe 50 feet at its widest, but 
then it doesn’t take much room for a bronc 
to buck or a bull to spin or a cowboy to get 
killed. 
The stockmen are busy in pens behind 
the chutes, separating bulls from calves, 
saddle broncs from those that will be rid­ 
den bareback. The bulls look as unper­ 
turbed as though they were in their home 
pens back at the farm. But th at’s the way 
they look now; there are no cowboys on 
their backs. In the ring, it will be a differ­ 
ent story. 
In several hours, cowboys will compete 
in the matinee performance of the Lat- 
ting-Burkholder rodeo at the Kane County 
Fair near St. Charles. They will come from 
all over the country, from Modesto, Calif, 
and Okechobee, Fla., to compete in five 
events: bareback bronc riding, saddle 
bronc riding, bull riding, steer wrestling 
and calf roping. 
They will pay $20 per entry and will be 
guaranteed nothing. If they are lucky — 
and most of them will not be — they will 
win $300 or $400. The rodeo, for profes­ 
sionals only, is just another step on the 
International Rodeo Assn. circuit. Today, 
St. Charles. Tomorrow, Dodson, Mont. 


IT HAS BEEN raining all morning, 
just like it did last year. Cowboys walk the 
grounds, pensive as they wade through 
ankle-deep mud to check the stock and ge^ 
a look at the bulls and broncs they have 
drawn. Winning in rodeo is as much the 
luck of the draw as anything else. A cow­ 
boy is scored on how hard the animal 
bucks as well as how he rides, so he wants 
a good bucker, the rankest piece of stock 
he can get. And what he gets depends on 
numbers pulled out of a hat. 
There are no crowds in the stands yet. 
In an hour or so they will begin to filter in, 
taking the dry seats under the tarp. Only a 
few will be true rodeo fans. Rodeo does not 
draw like football. 
Most will be farmers and suburbanites 
who want to sample the flavor of the 
West, maybe even see someone get hurt. A 
cowboy will fall under his bull, get his 
chest imprinted with thrashing hooves and 
some will be satisfied. But that is later. 
Now the audience is still busy on the Mid­ 
way, looking at prize-winning chickens and 
paying their quarters at The Congress of 
Oddities. 


FORTY M INUTES before the Grand 
Entry — the grand march of rodeo — and 
John Stewart arrives, setting his red gear 
bag on a platform behind the chutes. This 
is his second rodeo of the season. He has 
just driven from his house in Arlington 
Heights with his wife and a friend. His 
three-month-old daughter is at home with 
a sitter. 
Inside the gear bag is rigging for Stew­ 
art’s two events, bareback bronc riding and 
bull riding. They are the two toughest 
events and three weeks ago in Wauconda 
he bucked off them both. Last year in the 
mud at Kane County he “whistled up” —

stayed the required eight seconds on his 
bronc — but didn’t win any prize money. 
H e’s 28 and for half those years has been 
riding rodeo stock. As an 18-year-old from 
Deming, N.M., he tried it for a living for a 
couple of years but got tired of sleeping in 
cars, eating crackers and stealing apples. 


Now he works for a computer software 
company — a good job — and does rodeos 
part-time, about IO a year. He doesn’t win 
much money. Last year he lost money 
with the price of entry fees and all. I t’s 
hard when you don’t get the practice. 
Your timing and reflexes are off, your 
body out of shape. But Stewart can’t stay 
away. The thrill, the challenge, something 
he can’t explain, keep bringing him back. 


W ITH HIS boots and stirrups already 
on, he walks over to check the draw taped 
to the window of a Dodge van. He has 
drawn Bronc No. 101 and isn’t happy. He 
could have telephoned for the draw last 
night and now he’s glad he didn’t. He has 
a tough ride ahead. 
“I ’ve been on him before,” he says qui­ 
etly. “He’s very strong and very dirty.” 


The bull he has drawn is 5H which he 
knows nothing about. He will check 
around with other cowboys to find out 
whether anyone has ridden him before. 
Cowboys are usually willing to trade stock 


information. Chances are someone will 
know if 5H spins hard to the left or bucks 
three times out of the chute and turns to 
the right.

HE IS O U T in the drizzle, pacing. His 
6-foot, 190-pound frame is protected by a 
green slicker and a stetson. Normally 
friendly and outgoing, he likes to be alone 
before a ride. He needs to plan his every 
move, psyche himself up. 


It takes a lot of guts to wrap your legs 
around an angry horse knowing every bone 
in your body will be jolted with every 
buck, and yet you must keep spurring the 
animal to get a high score.* 


It takes a lot of guts to get down on a 
2,000-pound part-Brahma bull, the mean­ 
est bull around, that will spin you dizzy 
and then gladly rip you to shreds if you 
fall off and the rodeo clown can’t get to 
him in time. 


S T E W A R T ’S already broken his ribs 
and foot, sprained his neck, suffered a con­ 
cussion and chipped a bone in his shoulder. 
He has been lucky. Several cowboys die 
every year doing what he does.

“A cowboy must have a positive mental 
attitude,” Stewart said one night under 
different circumstances, siting calmly in 
his living room on Hackberry Lane. 
“ I think everyone is scared to some ex­ 
tent — maybe apprehensive is a better 
word. Apprehensive about getting bucked 
off and not having a good ride, not appre­ 
hensive about falling off or you will fall 
off. Like a guy working high steel. 


“ Hiding bulls is a split second thing — 
one second you’re sittin’ straight up, the 
next you’re sittin’ in the dirt. I try not to 
watch the cowboy ahead of me. One time 
in Bakersfield the guy ahead of me fell off. 
He got kicked in the head and there he 
was la yin’ in a pool of blood. 
“ I glanced at him and every bit of 
psyche I had built up went right out the 
gate. I rode out, the bull bucked three 
times and I fell and broke my foot.” 


BU T TH IS is not Bakersfield. This is 
St. Charles and Stewart’s ride is up. He 
takes out his chaps (pronounced shaps) 
which he wears riding broncs because they 
look flashy, the fringe flying in the wind. 
They are grey suede with three-leaf clovers 
and he puts them on over his jeans. As he 
walks behind the chutes he holds up his 
chaps like a woman holds up a skirt. 
He climbs the chutes and takes his rig­ 
ging — a piece of leather with handhold 


that is cinched behind the horse’s wethers 
— out of a plastic bag. His eyeglasses are 
already off. He pulls his glove out of his 
belt and shakes it out, removing any dirt

that might be caught between the fingers. 
Each move is deliberate, nervous. He 
doesn’t talk and he doesn’t smile; he con­ 
centrates. 
Gently, with the help of another cowboy 
who shakes the bronc’s mane to distract 
the animal, Stewart settles on the horse. 
He gives the sign to open the gate and he 
is out, his stirrups over the horses’ shoul­ 
ders as required when coming out of the 
chutes. 
But something is wrong. The horse 
moves out of the gate fast, veers to the left 
and then really starts to buck. Stewart 
isn’t prepared for that. He loses his bal­ 
ance and falls into the dirt before the 
eight-second horn sounds. 
“No time for John Stewart,” the an­ 
nouncer blares over the 
loudspeaker. 
“Let’s give a big hand, ladies and gents, 
for this cowboy from Arlington Heights.” 
And the audience applauds as Stewart 
picks up his hat and shakes the mud fro oil 
it, disappointment all over his face. 


BUT HE CAN’T give in to dis­ 
appointment. He must stayed psyched for 
his bull ride. About an hour later he re­ 
peats the procedure in the chutes, this 
time carefully winding his bull rope around 
his hand. It is an important move because 
a cowboy can get hung up in the rope

when he falls and be dragged by the bull. 
Stewart’s bull ride is no better. Out of 
the chutes and he is again bucked to 
the ground before the horn. “I looked at 
the guy who rode him before me and he 
didn’t look nearly as strong,” is all he says 
when it’s over and he’s winding up his bull 
rope, getting ready to go home. 
There will be other rodeos. Maybe Glen­ 
view in late August. Gajena in September. 
There’s plenty of time left; the season 
doesn’t end until December. Stewart is 
still looking to meet up with his favorite 
bull, Tarzan from Colorado, the bull who 
broke his ribs. And besides, sometimes it’s 
the ride, not the score, a cowboy remem­ 
bers. 
“ ITI never forget riding in Madison 
Square Garden. It was the best,” Stewart 
had said. “Hell, I got bucked off three 
bulls and got my shoulder hurt. But it was 
worth it . . . just to be there.” 


RON M ARTIN, now 30 and getting to 
be an old man in the young sport of rodeo, 
has been to Madison Square Garden and 
back. 
He is an example of another side of 
rodeo: the cowboy wrho does it for a living, 
chalking up more than 100,000 miles a 
year, squeezing in as many performances 
as he can. He is one of the few who make 
money at it and has been rodeoing since he 
was 15, a kid from Cicero. His dad was a 
jockey. 
Today he is at the Kane County Fair 
rodeo, watching. His event is bareback 
broncs but he isn’t riding. He injured his 
ankle and foot a few weeks back and the 
doctor says it will be at least another week 
before he rodeos again. 
THE INJURY was a bad break for 
Martin. It’s blown his chances for the 
IRA’s wrorld championships in bareback 
bronc riding. The championship is given to 
the cowboy who wins the most money in a 
season, and if you stop rodeoing for a 
month you lose a lot of money. Martin has 
never won the championship; once he 
came up $6 short. 
“In a year I can make more than 
$30,000 or I can make $2,000,” Martin 
says. “ It all depends on how much you’re 
injured, how lucky you are and how well 
you ride.” 
M artin’s life is a tough one, strenuous 
and expensive. The object is to compete in 
as many rodeos as possible, and that takes 
travel money. A week’s rodeo schedule can

■— he is calling to enter more rodeos down 
the line. 
There is barely a break in the season. 
There are no rodeos in December but cow­ 
boys spend that month getting in shape for 
the week-long IRA finals in January. 
There the top 15 money winners in each 
event will compete in the rankest stock 
available. 
The IRA and Rodeo Cowboy’s Assn. are 
to rodeo what the NFL and W FL are to 
football. Martin is one of eight directors of 
the IRA, elected by the 3,500 member 
cowboys. 
THE IRA, basically a cowboy’s union, 
has done a lot to clean up the cowboy’s 
image although television, movies and au­ 
diences seem reluctant to accept the 
change. The IRA prints a 60-page rule 
book and cowboys are fined for infractions, 
from leaving bad debts in rodeo towns to 
cussing out rodeo judges. 
M artin is proud of his sport, but he 
seems bitter so few are fans. He .wonders 
why television does not schedule more ro­ 
deos and why the sport does not draw 
more spectators. Yet he is optimistic. 
“I think someday this sport will be big 
like baseball,” he says. “ But it sure won’t 
be in my time.”

Jackson’s 
puppets 
brighten 
TV for kids 


by L IN D A PU N C H 
Bill Jackson walks onto the set with his alter ego 
Dirty Dragon lying lifeless in his arms. 
It is 8:30 p.m. on a Friday night and Jackson is 
preparing to tape an episode of WLS-TV’s “ B.J.’s 
Gigglesnort Hotel.” He tosses a few jokes at the 
cameramen as he blocks out the upcoming bit — 
the balcony scene from Romeo and Juliet. The 
blonde actress playing Juliet strolls onto the balco­ 
ny and Dirty Dragon suddenly leaps to life. “Got- 
tcha girlie, ma, ha, ha, ha, ha . . 
Jackson, a resident of Arlington Heights, is fa­ 
miliar to most children as B.J., desk clerk of the 
Gigglesnort Hotel. He has made a career of bring­ 
ing to life characters as diverse as sweet Mother 
Plumtree and the irascible dragon. 
“I wanted to do something fun — to do a little 
something out of your ear,” Jackson said, adding 
that children’s shows are the only local programs 
“ that have creativity.” 
‘'Every once in a while there’s a local docu­ 
mentary or special but heaven forbid if you tried to 
make a living doing that,” he said. 


A G R A D U A T E of the University of Missouri 
with a degree in television writing, Jackson learned 
to make and operate puppets while serving in the 
armed forces. He has hosted a series of children’s 
show including “Clown Alley,” “Here Comes 
Freckles” and “ Cartoon Town.” 
“ I get tired of TV putting children’s shows in the 
back of the bus. Very little emphasis is put on 
producing children’s programs,” he said. 
Jackson has won praise from television critics 
but notes that ‘‘I ve had to sell every show I ever 
got. Nobody was ever breaking down my door. 


“ I ’M S U R P R IS E D I ’m still working, because 
everything went to cartoons and reruns of Gilli- 
gan's Island,” he said. Jackson is “ less than en­ 
thralled” with children’s programs in general. 
Speed Racer is one of the worst going. I t’s full of 
fast action, but unfortunately it’s primarily violent 
action. Every answer is physical — the way to 
decide who is right is to see who can hit the hard-

est,” he said. 
“ I like solutions something other than ‘I can 
beat him up so I ’m right,’ ” he added. 


T H E G IG G LESN O R T shows are devoid of vio­ 
lence, but Jackson said he doesn’t do “ goody goody 
shows.” He said he finds some children’s programs 
a “ little too light — there’s not enough meat and 
potatoes.” 
Jackson patterns his characters after “people I 
know, people I think I know and people I would 
like to know.” His puppets find themselves in situ­ 
ations similar to real life counterparts. 
One show — about the hotel residents’ reactions 
to a green-skinned visitor — explores the subject of 
prejudice. 


“TH E E N T IR E hotel is turned off by his color. 
They boycott the hotel and form an exclusive club 
•— Greens Gotta Go — the GGG,” Jackson said. 
Quality shows are Jackson’s main concern, and 
he will reshoot a scene repeatedly until he is satis­ 
fied with the results. His interest in the program 
has apparently won him a wide following among 
children. 
“Once when we moved into a new neighborhood, 
we had kids sneaking into the packing boxes. Even 
now, I get the feeling someone is charging 50 cents 
for a tour of my home,” he said.

A philatelic cancellation and a souvenir envelope have been author­ 
ized by the U. S. Postal service to mark the opening of the B. Free 
Franklin Post Office in Philadelphia as part of the Franklin Court 
Complex. 


Benjamin Franklin was appointed Postmaster General by the Conti­ 
nental Congress July 26, 1775. As far as can be determined the use of 
the word ‘Free’ between the first initial and the surname was uniquely 
a Franklin technique. It is generally assumed that Franklin, in using 
this technique, was making a patriotic reference to the American 
struggle for freedom. 


Collectors desiring the cancellation should send self-addressed, 
stamped envelopes to “B. Free Franklin Cancel, Postmaster, Phila­ 
delphia, PA 19101.” There is no charge for this service. 


The souvenir envelope being offered features a pen and ink drawing 
of Franklin on a 10-cent Liberty Bell stamped envelope. They are 
cancelled with the B. Free Franklin postmark.

25-cent piece 
has drummer boy 


WASHINGTON (UPI) — A revolu- 
tionary drummer boy replaces the Ameri­ 
can eagle on the back of the bicentennial 
commemorative 25-cent piece beginning 
Aug. 18. 
George Washington is unchanged on the 
face of the coin which will have the dates 
1776-1976 below the head. 
The quarter is the second of three coins 
issued for the bicentennial. The half-dollar 
was issued a month ago, and a new version 
of the Eisenhower dollar will come out in 
mid-October. 
The half-dollar has the Kennedy head 
on the front and Philadelphia’s Indepen­ 
dence Hall on the back. The dollar will 
have Dwight D. Eisenhower’s picture on 
the front and the Liberty Bell super­ 
imposed on the face of the moon on the 
back. 
Mrs. Mary Brooks, director of the mint, 
scheduled a public ceremony today at the 
Chicago Federal Building Plaza in Chicago 
to mark the issuance of the quarter which 
will be distributed to commercial banks 
next week and be in use Aug. 18 and there­ 
after.

Pins—down to the guts o f the game 


Pins constitute a substantial share of the 
sinew and bones of chess games. They 
come and go, as it were. But sometimes 
they are more easily made than broken. 
When a pin looks decisive, it may indeed 
be decisive. Like the wrestling tactic of the 
same name, it will spell “finis.” 


In the 1948 world championship tourna­ 
ment, champion-to-be Michael Botvinnik 
(white) was nevertheless losing the follow­ 
ing game to Sammy Reshevsky (see D ia­ 
gram I). 
There are two pins in effect here and 
two consequent jumbles of white pieces 
(along the queen file and along black s 
QR3-KB8 diagonal). 
Botvinnik, who is running out of moves, 
fatalistically played I. K -K l (removing a 
vital protector of the pinned bishop). This 
move instantly lost material to Resh- 
evsky’s I . . . N-N6 (either the rook or 
bishop will fall) and the game soon ended. 
In the April Lone Pine Tournament 
(1975), too, there were a number of no­ 
table pins. 


One of these occurred in the game Tar- 
jan-Thornally. See (D iagram 2). White is 


a pawn ahead and has an effective pin of 
the black rook on the KN3-Q3 diagonal. 


The simple I. R(7)-R5 was decisive. The 
liquidation of the black rook will mean the 
win of another pawn. Thornally resigned, 
the pin pileup having put an end to the 
contest. 


Perhaps the finest and most original ex­ 
ploitation of the pin idea in a very long 
time occurred in the game Grefe-Rohde. 
Here (D iagram 3) the 15-year-old Rohde 
beautifully surprised 
his 
famous U.S. 
champion opponent. 
He played I . . . P-N4!! and after 2. 
PxP, N-B5!; 3. PxN, PxP! the white bish­ 
op is not only under attack but also shut 
out from the crucial KN5 square. The 
black knight will land there with a ven­ 
geance, and the additional attack on the 
white knight will cause a blowout of the 
white position. 


The game proceeded, 4. B-B5, NxP; 5. 
R-Q3, KR-Q1; 6. QR-Ql (D iagram 4) 
and Rohde regained material to spare with 
6 . . . NxN check; 7. RxN, BxN; etc. 
A sudden and elegant finish.

A rare squeeze well done 


Probably the most elegant of all 
squeezes is the criss-cross. It doesn’t come 
up too often, but when it does it is a thing 
of beauty. 


North may have overbid a trifle when 
he bid four and five notrump, or maybe 
South shouldn’t have jumped to seven. In 
any event the average bridge player would 
be unable to work out the 13th trick, since 
East was sitting high in back of dummy 
with all the clubs and diamonds. 


The late Charles Lochridge, who played 
this hand some 35 years ago, had no 
trouble with it. 


He won the heart and promptly cashed 
four trumps. East discarded a club and a 
heart. Then Charley led the second high 
heart. He chucked a diamond from dum­ 
my and East chucked a diamond right in 
back. 


By this time Charley was so sure that 
East was sitting with three diamonds and 
lour clubs that he led a fifth trump, dis­ 
carded dummy’s last low diamond and 
showed his hand. 


He explained that if East threw another 
diam ond, 
he 
would 
cash 
dummy’s 
ace-kings of both minor suits, criss-cross 
back to his hand by ruffing a club and 
make the last trick with his eight of dia­ 
monds.
